DUBLIN, Jan. 14.—The Anglo- 
Iria treaty creating the Irish Free 
Stat. was unanimously ratified today 
by th South Ireland Parliament. 

Eamonn de Valera and his sup- 
porters who opposed the treaty in 
the Dail Eireann were absent. 

A provisional Government 
constituted, comprising Michael Col- 
lins, William Cosgrove, Eamonn J. 
Duggan, P. J. Hogan, Finian Lynch, 
Joseph McGrath, Prof. Jonn Mac- | 
Neill, and Kevin O'Higgins. 

The list of ministers does not in- | 
elude Arthur Griffith, President of 
the Pail, nor George Gavan Duffy, | 
the Dail’s Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, presumably because foreign af- 
fairs, although they will be within 
the competence of the free state | 
when constituted, will not be formal- | 
ly handled by the provisional transi- 
Uonal Government. 

The entire business of ratifying 
the treaty and setting up a provi- 
sional government occupied less than 
20 minutes. 

Not a murmur of dissent marked 
the smoothness of the proceedings, 
which were entirely of a formal per- 
functory nature, with the exception 
ofafew brief speeches. No oppo- 
nents of the treaty were present and 
a sPirit of cordial agreement and 
harmony prevailed. 

The Parliament met under clauses 
lj and 18 of the Apglo-Irish treaty, 

ch made the members of the 
Southern Irish Parliament elected 
under the Government of Ireland 
Act of 1820 the body which should 
ratify the treaty and take measures 
for constituting a provisional gov- 
ernment. 

Opponents of Pact Absent. 
The meeting was held in. the Oak 
Room of the Mansion House. The 
entire list of 128 members, including 
the four Unionists elected for Trinity 
College, had been summoned but 
only those who favored the treaty 
attended. 

The agenda contained a resolution 
calling for ratification of the treaty 
and further resolutions appointing 
eight Ministers to comprise the pro- 
Visional governing body. The list, 
which was duly ratified by the meet- 
ing, is identical with the list of the 
Ministers of the Dail Eireann, with 
the addition of Prof. John MacNeill, 
speaker of the Dail, and Finian 
Lynch, who was one of the secre- 
tdries of the London delegation.

eral Hays will shortly retire from 
the Cabinet was made at the White 
House today. 

After a 40-minute conference with 
he Postmaster-General, President 
Harding said he could not well inter- 
pose any objection to Hays’ retire- 
ment to become head of a national 
association of motion picture produc- 


ers and distributors. 

The President personally gave out 
the following statement: _ 

“The Postmaster-General and I 
have been discussing at Yay He gre 
length the proposal which been 
made to him to become the head of 
a national association of motion pic- 
ture producers and distributors. If 
the arrangement proves to be, when 
the detalls are worked out, what it 
seems to be, I cannot well interpose 
any objection to Mr. Hays’ retiring 
irom the Cabinet to take up a work 
s0 important. 

“It is too great an opportunity for 
a helpful public service for him to 
refuse. I shall be more than sorry 
to have him retire from the Cabinet, 
where he has ulready made sp fine 
a record, but we have agreed to look 
upon the situation from the broadest 
viewpoint and seek the highest pub- 
ile good.” 

Hays made this statement: 

“With the President’s consent, I 
have decided to undertake the work 
suggested by the motion picture pro- 
ducers and distributors. No contract 
has been executed as yet. I am aa- 
suming, of course, that a satisfactory 
contract will be possible and one 
which will make certain the carry- 
ing out of t high purposes con- 
templated by This great industry.” 

The Postmaster-General, in dis- 
cussing the matter, informally said 
no date for his retirement had been 
decided on, that matter being left 
open awaiting his negotiations with 
the motion picture producers. 

Hays in further discussing the 
proposition informally expressed con- 
fidence that satisfactory arrange- 
ments could be worked out by him 
with motion picture interests.‘ He 
said that as soon as possible he would 
confer, probably in New York, with 
representatives of the motion pleture 
industry who have been negotiating 
for his services. 

Hays refused to discuss the salary 
which he would receive in his new 
position, but it has been reported as 
upward of $150,000 a year. 

Postmaster-Géneral Hays was said 
by his friends, however, not to re- 
gard the salary as the controlling fac- 
tor ‘in his decision.

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MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 


66 E will all feel a little easier about the 
W covernment’s investment in the Mis- 


sissippi Barge Line if we know something | 


about its investments in other transportation,” 
Mr. Antwine said. 

“The Government railroad from Seward to 
Fairbanks through 470 miles of Alaskan moun- 
tains and plains has just been compj{eted at a 
total cost of $65,000,000. It opens up an empire 
in which mining and agriculture will both re- 
spond to development. 

‘Judging by some things said of the Govern- 
ment enterprise on the Mississippi, there was no 
excuse for any such development in Alaska by 
the Government, since whatever is good business 
attracts private capital and any transportation 
system owned and operated by the Federal Gov- 
ernment is contrary to the American principle. 

“That is precisely the ground upon which the 
barge line has been criticised, though in what 
respect it differs from the railroad in Alaska.it 
is hard to make out. Presumably there wag a 
reason for building a railroad from Seward to 
Fairbanks and the project did not attract private 
capital. Congress thereupon built a Government 
railroad, which exactly parallels its ownership 
and operation of the barge line. This has been 
the policy of Congress from the beginning. It 
has aided whatever developed the country, and 
we owe quite as much to its vision and helpful- 
ness as we owe to private initiative and invest- 
ment. 

“The bugaboo as to Government ownership 
and operation raised in opposition to the Mis- 
sissippi Barge Line has never been sincere, and 
its insincerity is apparent by turning to the 
Government railroad project in Alaska. Who 
complains of that? Nobody. Weal know quite 
well that unless the Government put a railroad 
into the Alaskan interior and developed the re- 
gion there could be no assurance that anyone 
would do it. 

“It is merely foolish propaganda that keeps 
us from applauding the same motive on the 
Mississippi. The presence of high mountains in 
Alaska is a no greater barrier to private invest- 
ment than the absence of joint rail and water 
rates has been for 25 years on the Mississippi. 
The uncertainty as to just what might be made 
of the Alaskan interlor has been a no greater 
deterrent to private initiative in transporte- 
tion than the uncertainty on the Mississippi as 
to whether steamboats would be related to all 
other transportation on a fair basis. The fact 
that it gets somothing Nke 60 degrees below 
gero in Alaska has not abashed private capital 
any more than it has been abashed on the Mis- 
sissippi by the absence of any protection from 
the withering blasts of cut-throat rate-making. 

“A good many people supposed that when the 
Republicans took the Government over there 
would be an end to the experiment on the Mis- 
sissippi, which had somehow got going during 
the war. It took a while for the people sharing 
this idea to discover that the transportation 
projects of the Government conform to a policy 
which belongs to no party nor any particular 
time. The whole Mississippi Valley has its eye 
on the Government -Barge Line, and whenever 
a move is made against it the Valley goes to 
its defense. Anybody who has tried to change 
the Government's policy on the Mississippi has 
found that out. 

“The interior of the United States is a big 


place. If the railroad into the interior of 
Alaska has cost the Government $65,000,000, 
we have no reason here in the Valley to apolo- 
gize for the much lesser sum expended by the 
Government on the development of a waterway 
into the interior of the United States,” Mr. 


Antwine said. 


The 4-3 division on the United States Supreme 
bench is probably not so significant as symp- 
tomatic. We have about the same division as 
to whether the seats in the United States Senate 
should go to the highest bidder. Pretty much 
the same ratio holds in our difference of opin- 
ion as to prohibition. Four and three pretty 
fairly reflect us as to most things economic, 
moral and political. We are more sure of our- 
selves in those proportiong than when opinion 
becomes too one-sided. For instance, when we 
went 7-2 for the Republican ticket in 1920 we 
got ourselves into a mess out of which we have 
not quite extricated ourselves yet. A good deal 
of criticism is being leveled at the Supreme 
Court because of this continuous division: but 
like as not the fault is not in the court. It is 
probably in us. We are of no stable opinion 
about anything much.

ROME.—Senator Mosconi, Com- 
missioner-General for the region of 
the Julian Venetia, which Italy has! 
redeemed at the cost of so much 
blood and treasure, has given some 
particulars of the cost to Italy of the 
reconstruction and organization of 
thes@newly acquired lands.
